— Required notice of advertising reduced to four 
weeks from six weeks. 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of 
the House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of 
the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before 
the same is reported to the House, the same fee as 
would by payable in the case of an incorporation 
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or increase of capital under The Business Corpora- 
tions Act, less the sum of $150.00 already paid to 
the Clerk of the House. 


(e) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees 
shall be paid according to the amount of money 
involved:— 


On amounts léss than’ $105000 are acer Soe, 
On amounts over $10,000 and up to $25,000 50 
On amounts over $25,000 and up to $40,000 jb 
On amounts over $40,000 and up to $75,000 =‘ 100 
On amounts over $75,000 and up to $125,000 125

On amounts over $175,000 and up to $250,000 200 
On amounts over $250,000 and up to $350,000 250 
and an additional fee of $50 for every $100,000 
over $350,000. 


Publication of Standing Orders re Private Bills 


(f) The Clerk of the House shall publish weekly 
in The Ontario Gazette the Standing Orders 
respecting applications for Private Bills. 


Required notice of applications 


(g) Notice of an application for a Private Bill 
shall be given before it is referred to a Standing 
Committee by publishing it once a week for at 
least four weeks in each of The Ontario Gazette 
and one newspaper circulated in the municipality 
most affected and the notice shall. 


(i) be signed by or on behalf of the applicant; 


(ii) clearly state the nature and object of the 
application;

(iv) where the application is by a municipal cor- 
poration for authority to issue debentures, set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture 
debt and the amount of the rateable property 
of the municipality according to the last 
revised assessment roll of the corporation and 
in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Clerk reports to Standing Procedural Affairs 
Committee 


66. (a) The Clerk of the House shall refer to the 
Standing Procedural Affairs Committee any appli- 
cation that, in his opinion, does not comply with 
the Standing Orders. 


Declaration re advertising 


(b) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice. 


Letters Patent 


67. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
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the copy of such Charter or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


Certificate of Minister of Revenue re Letters Patent 


68. No Bill relating to the status of a corporation 
shall be considered by any Committee until there 
has been deposited with the Clerk of the House a 
certificate of the Minister of Revenue showing that 
all taxes payable under The Corporations Tax Act 
in respect of the corporation have been paid. 


Reference to Standing Committee after first 
reading. Exceptions 


69. Every Private Bill when read a first time, 
shall, unless it is an Estate Bill, or a Bill providing 
for a consolidation of a floating debt or for the 
consolidation or renewal of debentures (other than 
local improvement debentures) of a municipal cor- 
poration, stand referred to the appropriate Stand- 
ing Committee, and any Petitions to the House for 
or against the Bill stand referred to any such Com- 
mittee. 


Certain Municipal Applications referred to Ontario 
Municipal Board 


70. (a) A Private Bill of a municipal corporation 
providing for the consolidation of a floating debt, 
or the consolidation or renewal of debentures 
(other than local improvement debentures) stand 
referred to the Ontario Municipal Board after first 
reading. 


Board to report 


(b) The Board, after due enquiry, shall report to 
the House whether or not it is reasonable that the 
Bill, or that part thereof relating to the matters 
referred to in clause (a), should pass and what, if 
any, alterations should be made in the Bill. 


Report to Clerk 


(c) A report shall be transmitted to the Clerk of 
the House. 


Bill and report to Standing Committee

Having received a request from the Regional 
Director, Southwestern Region, Ministry of the Envi- 
ronment, that an undertaking, namely: 


A. The activity of excavating PCB, dioxin and 
furan contaminated materials from the 
Walker Drain and portions of the Pot- 
tersburg Creek and associated floodplains 
located within the City of London (the source 
area). 
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. The transport and delivery of the excavated 
material mentioned in paragraph A to an 
interim storage vault(s) located on property 
to be acquired from Westinghouse Canada 
Inc. and presently used as part of its opera- 
tions at 1921 Huron Street, London, Ontario. 


The construction of a storage vault(s) for the 
storage of excavated material mentioned in 
paragraph A and any other existing or future 
excavated material from the source area. 


. The restoration of the area affected by the 
removal of the PCB, dioxin and furan con- 
taminated material. 


. The covering with soil of PCB, dioxin and 
furan contaminated soil in portions of the 
floodplain associated with Pottersburg 
Creek. 


be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to 
section 29; and 


Having been advised by the Regional Director, 
Southwestern Region, Ministry of the Environment, 
that if the undertaking is subject to the application of 
the Act, the following injury, damage or interference 
with the persons and property indicated will occur: 


(a) The current situation has resulted in PCB 
contamination of fish and thus PCBs may 
enter the food chain. 


The PCBs, dioxins and furans can wash 
downstream into the Thames River resulting 
in further potential for contamination of the 
food chain. 


— 


The temporary fencing and signing posted 
under direction of the Medical Officer of 
Health because of the public concerns over 
potential exposure to PCBs, dioxins and 
furans are not totally effective in preventing 
children gaining access to the area. 


A large portion of the City parkland in the 
area cannot be used by members of the public 
because of the fencing and public concerns 
over the contaminants. 


Having weighed such injury, damage or interfer- 
ence against the betterment of the people of the whole 
or any part of Ontario by the protection, conservation 
and wise management in Ontario of the environment 
which would result from the undertaking being subject 
to the application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the 
public interest to order and orders that the undertak- 
ing is exempt from the application of the Act for the 
following reasons: 


(I) The migration of PCBs, dioxins and furans 
downstream into the Thames River will be 
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reduced or eliminated. This will result in 
minimizing or preventing contamination of 
fish and other organisms. 


(II) The public has been informed of the findings 
and solutions through a series of public 
meetings, an open house and meetings of the 
Pottersburg Public Liaison Committee. 
Members of the Pottersburg Public Liaison 
Committee, who were contacted by tele- 
phone to inform them of the exemption 
request, expressed agreement with the seek- 
ing of this exemption. The City of London, 
Ministry of Natural Resources and the Upper 
Thames Conservation Authority were con- 
tacted and indicated agreement with the 
approach outlined by the Ministry. A Tech- 
nical Review Committee formed, in part, to 
review Ministry of Environment’s cleanup 
plans has agreed with the proposed method 
of cleanup. 


(III) The public and the municipality are anxious 
that a safe cleanup be carried out as soon as 
possible to avoid further potential public 
exposure and the migration of the materials 
downstream. If the cleanup is to commence 
this year, a contract must be awarded on or 
before August Ist so that the vault construc- 
tion and work at the Walker Drain and Pot- 
tersburg Creek can be completed before 
adverse fall weather conditions begin. 


(IV) The Regional Director, Southwestern Reg- 
ion, under Ontario Regulation 11/82, will 
insure that instructions are issued which will 
result in these materials being handled in a 
safe manner with ultimate disposal being 
subject to the provisions of Part V of the 
Environmental Protection Act. 


This exemption is subject to the following terms and 
conditions: 


. Potentially affected agencies, organizations 
and committees including the local munici- 
pality will be notified of these activities prior 
to their commencement. The concerns and 
requirements of these parties will be taken 
under advisement in the program. 


. The excavations at the source area and the 
storage site(s) will be monitored to prevent 
injury to persons and contamination of the 
adjacent land or water. 


. A written report,or reports will be issued by 
the Regional Director, Southwestern Region, 
Ministry of the Environment, describing the 
activities and the monitoring program. These 
will be available for inspection by the public.

PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of 
the House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of 
the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before 
the same is reported to the House, the same fee as 
would by payable in the case of an incorporation 
or increase of capital under The Business Corpora- 
tions Act, less the sum of $150.00 already paid to 
the Clerk of the House.

Medical Examinations 


The examination must include a medical and 


occupational history including: 
(a) personal habits (smoking and hygiene); 


(b) history of frequeney and duration of 
exposure to lead (both occupational 
and non-occupational) since previous 


examination, if any; and 


(c) enquiry for signs and symptoms that 
may be an early indication of lead 
intoxication, e.g., abdominal pain,

Clinical Tests 


Clinieal tests aid in the assessment of a 
worker's fitness for and continued exposure 


to lead. 
(1) Lead in Blood 


Blood lead concentration is a good 
indicator of the lead absorption of an 
individual worker (except when expo- 
sure has been to tetramethyl lead when 
lead in urine is the appropriate 
indicator). It may not indicate the 
total body burden of lead. 


(2) Action Levels 


Blood lead concentration is expressed 
in pmol/L. If a concentration greater 
than 2.9 pmol/L (0.60 mg/L) of blood is 
found, the examining physician should 
advise the employer and the worker 
that work practices and _ personal 
hygiene should be reviewed. 


When the blood lead concentration of a 
worker is found to exceed 3.4 pmol/L 
(0.70 mg/L), a further test must be 
undertaken immediately and if the 
result is confirmed, the worker must 
be removed from lead _ exposure, 
although symptoms of lead intoxication 
are unlikely to be apparent at this 
level. If symptoms or signs of lead 
intoxication are present, the worker 
must be removed from lead exposure

Health Education 


The physician must advise the worker of the 
hazards of lead exposure, the importance of 
personal hygiene and the danger of eating, 
drinking, smoking or chewing in_ lead 


exposure areas. 
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Women workers must be advised of the 
hazards of lead exposure to the fetus and 
should be encouraged to notify a physician as 


soon as possible if they become pregnant. 


Physician Reporting Protocol 


The physician must provide a report of the 
medical examination and clinical tests of a 
worker with an interpretation of the findings 
to the worker and to the worker's personal 
physician, if any, in accordance with section 
12 of the Regulation respecting Lead on 
Construction Projects. 

When the physician is informed that a 


worker is pregnant, the physician must 
advise the worker and the employer whether 
the worker should be removed from further 


exposure to lead. 


The physician must advise the employer and 
the Chief Physician of the Occupational 
Health Medical Service, Ministry of Labour, 
as to whether the worker is fit with limita- 
tions or unfit, without disclosing to the

The advice given by the physician is a 
professional judgement based on the results 


of medical examinations and clinical tests. 


In order to protect the health of workers and 
others at a work site, the physician should 
alert the employer and the local occupa- 
tional medical consultant of the Ministry of 
Labour of a suspected problem so that early 
investigation of the circumstances may take 
place with implementation of any necessary 


eontrols. 


Chelating Agents 


Treatment of workers with chelating agents 
because of an increase in blood lead or 
symptoms of lead intoxication, is rarely 


necessary. 


These agents must only be used under the 
direct supervision of a physician, knowledge- 
able in their use, and never as a general 
control measure in lead exposure.

NOTICE OF PROPOSED REGULATION 
RESPECTING CADMIUM 


On Saturday, November 13, 1982, the Ministry published in The Ontario 
Gazette a Notice of Intention to designate cadmium under section 22(a) of 


the Occupational Health and Safety Act, R.S.O. 1980, ¢. 321 (the Act). The 
notice called for briefs or submissions in relation to the designation. 


Notice is hereby given of the following proposed regulation relating to the 
designation of cadmium. 


The government is committed to an open and consultative process for the 
development of designated substance regulations on the basis that this is 
more likely to result in quality regulations which are more understandable 
and acceptable to the affected parties. In order to ensure the most 
expeditious development of this regulation, dates have been specified in the 
next paragraph when certain steps in the process are expected to take 
place. These dates will be adhered to. 


All comments that are received in response to this notice will be analyzed 
and any proposed amendments arising from these comments will be 
presented at a public meeting to take place not later than March, 1986 for 
review and further comment. The comments will be analyzed and the 
regulation may be further revised. It is intended that the regulation will be 
transmitted to the Advisory Council on Occupational Health and 
Occupational Safety by July, 1986. 


The Ministry welcomes comments on all aspects of the proposed regulation. 
It wishes to draw attention to a particularly controversial issue. In 
December 1984, the Ministry distributed to interested parties, a document 
entitled "Health Effects of Cadmium and Its Inorganic Compounds". 
Following a review of comments received, the document was revised and is 
available for review. The health effects document and the comments 
received suggest that there may be inadequate evidence to consider 
cadmium as a human carcinogen and require employers to reduce worker 
exposure to the lowest practical level in addition to meeting the proposed 
exposure limit. In this regard the Ministry would welcome comments on the 
following questions: 
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Is there evidence concerning the carcinogenicity of cadmium which 
the Ministry did not consider in its health effects document? 


Does the existing evidence support the addition to section four of 
the proposed regulation of precautionary requirement for employers 
to reduce exposures to the lowest practical level?

DESIGNATED SUBSTANCE - CADMIUM 


In this Regulation, 


(a) "control program" means a cadmium

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AIR SAMPLING METHOD FOR CADMIUM AND 
ITS COMPOUNDS 


Principle of the Sampling Method 


Air, possibly containing cadmium and/or its 
compounds, is drawn at a specified fixed 
flow rate for a known duration through a 
mixed cellulose ester filter of specified pore 
size and diameter held in a worker's breath- 
ing zone by a plastic closed-face filter 
holder. The particulate matter collected on 
the sample filter is then analyzed in a labor- 
atory for the total quantity of cadmium 
present. In addition to personal sampling, an 
area sample may be collected by this method 
by placing a sampling train on a suitable 
support at a strategically selected location 


with the inlet port facing downward. 


Equipment 


The sampling train used to obtain an air 
sample of cadmium particulate is to include 
the following components, and satisfy the 


criteria suggested:

Purpose

(b) evaluating the effects of cadmium 


exposure on workers; 


(ec) enabling remedial action to be taken 


when necessary; and 


(d) providing health education. 


The medical surveillance program shall 


consist of the following: 

(a) pre-placement examinations; 

(b) periodic medical examinations; 

(ec) clinical tests; 

(d) health education; and 

(e) record keeping. 

Medical Examinations 

The examination shall include the following: 
(1) History: The initial medical and occu- 
pational history shall include enquiry for 
previous exposure to cadmium (both occu- 
pational and non-occupational), personal 
habits (diet, smoking and hygiene), and 
history of past or present respiratory, 


hepatobiliary, 


cardiovascular, olfactory, prostatic and 


hematological, skeletal, 


renal disorders. 


At the periodic examination the history shall 
be updated to include: 


(a) history of frequency and duration 
of exposure to cadmium since 


previous examination; and 


(b) enquiry for signs and symptoms 
that may be an indication of 


cadmium intoxication: e.g., 


acute - irritation and dry- 
ness of the nose and 
throat 
- headache, fatigue 
and dizziness 
- nausea, vomiting, 
abdominal eramps 
and diarrhea 
- eough, shortness of 
breath, chest pain, 
wheezing, and hemo- 
ptysis 
- shaking, chills and 
myalgia 
- pulmonary edema 


chronic rhinitis, anosmia, 
uleerations of nasal 
septum 

- yellowing of teeth 

- anemia 

- chronic obstructive 
lung disease 

- liver and_ kidney 
damage 

- osteomalacia and 


bone disease 


(2) General Physical Examination: Parti- 
cular attention shall be directed to those 


systems which may be affected by cad 
mium. Personal hygiene shall be noted. The 
examining physician shall determine the fre- 
quency of the periodic examination, from 


the clinical test results and worker history. 
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Clinical Tests 


Clinical tests aid in the assessment of a 


worker's fitness for exposure to cadmium. 


(1) Cadmium Absorption Tests: Urinary 


cadmium reflects body burden rather than 
recent exposure so it is appropriate for use 
in periodic monitoring. The blood level of 
cadmium reflects occupational exposure 
during the previous 2-3 months so is of 
limited value in assessing total body burden, 
but is useful to identify increased cadmium 
absorption in advance of elevated urine 


levels. 


The frequency of periodie urinary and blood 
cadmium tests will depend on the extent of 
the hazard, the nature of the cadmium expo- 
sure and the worker's previous test results. 
The examining physician shall decide which 


is appropriate and the frequency of testing. 


(2) X-rays: A chest x-ray may be 
requested by the examining physician if 


indicated by the history. 


(3) Pulmonary Function Tests: Pulmonary 


function tests may be undertaken. They 
should inelude FVC, FEV,, FEF 25-75% 
corrected to body temperature and pressure 
(BTPS), or other equivalent flow rate tests. 
The instruments used shall be calibrated to 
currently applied standards as published in 
the "Snowbird Workshop on Standardization 
of Spirometry", American Review of 
Respiratory Disease, 119, 831-838, 1979. 
The pulmonary function tests should 
preferably be undertaken on the first day of 
the employee's work week, following 36 


hours without exposure to cadmium. 


(4) Action Levels: An assessment of fit- 
ness for work shall be based on the physical 
examination in conjunction with the clinical 
test results. A cadmium level of 10 pimol/- 
mol creatinine (10 pg/g) in urine or 
0.10 pmol/L in blood is a level of concern at 
which there shall be a review of smoking 
habits, occupational hygiene, and work 


practices. 


If the urinary cadmium level is above 
10 pmol/mol creatinine (10 pg/g) the test 


should be repeated immediately together 
with a determination of total protein and Bo 
- microglobulin in urine. If the result is 
confirmed and/or the By - microglobulin is 
greater than 400 g/g creatinine the worker 
shall be referred for further investigation of 


kidney function and clinical assessment. 


If symptoms or signs of cadmium intoxi- 
cation are present, the worker shall be 
removed from cadmium exposure regardless 
of the clinical test results. A determination 
by the examining physician shall be made as 
to whether the worker is fit with limitations, 
or unfit and action taken in accordance with 
section16 of the Cadmium Regulation. 
Subsequently, a decision shall be made by 
the examining physician as to when the 


worker may return. 


(5) Sample Collection: To obtain compar- 


able samples the clinical specimen should 
normally be collected at the end of the work 
week and prior to the beginning of the 
shift. Urine - collect 50 mL in a cadmium 
free plastic container with screw cap (no 
liner). Add six drops of glacial acetic acid 
to the specimen immediately after collec- 


tion. 
Health Education 


All workers shall be made aware of the 
health hazards from cadmium and their 
examination results shall be discussed. 
Workers should be advised of the hazards 
associated with smoking as it adds to the 


cadmium intake. 


Medical History and Examination Records 


Under the provisions of the Cadmium 
Regulation, the examining physician in 
charge of the medical surveillance program 
shall maintain health records for each 
worker examined. Such records should 


include: 
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name in full of worker; 

maiden surname of mother; 

date of birth;

Social Insurance Number; 
occupations or job titles; 

date occupations or jobs 
commenced; 

date occupations or jobs ended; 
the kinds of operations or 
processes in which the worker 
was involved;

date of visits to physician's 
office; 

medical examination reports; 
health assessments; 

results of clinical tests; 

copies of referral letter to a 


hospital or physician; 


- copies of Forms 7 and 8 to the 
Workers' Compensation Board if 
completed; 

= all relevant correspondence 
concerning health, and = any 
information concerning the 
actions taken in response to 


abnormal clinical tests. 


A worker's health records shall be kept in a 


secure place by the examining physician for, 


(a) a period of forty years from the 
time such records were first 


made, or 


(b) a period of twenty years from 
the time the last of such records 


were made, 


whichever is the longer. Where the 
examining physician or his successor is no 
longer able or willing to keep the records, 
the records are to be forwarded to the Chief 
Physician of the Occupational Health 
Medical Service of the Ministry of Labour, 


who will keep them in a secure place.

Notice is hereby given of the following proposed regulation relating to the 
designation of Silica - Construction Projects and Aggregate Production under 


section 22(a) of the Occupational Health and Safety Act, R.S.O. 1980, ¢.321 
(the Act). 


The government is committed to an open and consultative process for the 
development of designated substance regulations on the basis that this is 
more likely to result in quality regulations which are more understandable 
and acceptable to the affected parties. In order to ensure the most 
expeditious development of this regulation, dates have been specified in the 
next paragraph when certain steps in the process are expected to take 
place. These dates will be adhered to. 


All comments that are received in response to this notice will be analyzed 
and any proposed amendments arising from these comments will be 
presented at a public meeting to take place not later than February, 1986 for 
review and further comment. The comments will be analyzed and the 
regulation may be further revised. It is intended that the regulation will be 
transmitted to the Advisory Council on Occupational Health and 
Occupational Safety by May, 1986. 


The Ministry is particularly interested in receiving comments on the control 
of silica exposure of workers engaged in the production of aggregate. Is the 
most feasible control method to have the operator work inside a controlled- 
environment, noise-suppressed enclosure? Are there other feasible and 
effective approaches to the reduction of worker exposure to silica by means 
of engineering controls, such as: 


1 dust collection devices including cyclones, baghouses and 
electrostatic precipitators; and 


2. water sprays including "sonic suppression" systems (also known as 
"dry fog")?

Minimum side yards 6 metres 
Maximum height of any 
building or structure 14 metres 
Minimum distance 
between any building 
and centre line of any 
street 12 metres 
Minimum distance 
between any building 
and the westerly lot line 14 metres 
Minimum distance 
between any building 
and the northern lot line 14 metres 

For each industrial premises occupying a floor area 
of 3,000 square metres or less in a building, one 
parking space shall be provided for every 40 square 
metres or portion thereof of floor area. 


For the second 3,000 square metres of floor area, 
one parking space shall be provided for every 100 
square metres or portion thereof. 


For that part of the floor area in excess of 6,000 
square metres, one parking space shall be provided 
for every 200 square metres or portion thereof. 


For each industrial premises occupying a floor area 
of 1,860 square metres or less in a building, one 
loading space shall be provided.
